Important evidence which is expected te 
throw light on the mystery surrounding the 
poisoning and death of Alexander J. Moody 
was received yesterday by the police and 
Coroner Hoffman, and the authorities are 
prepared today to act.

A charge that Agnes Hartwick, the Moody 
maid, was a beneficiary of a $1,000 life insur- 
ance policy which she knew was obtained 
through fraud, 

The disclosure that the maid and Moody were 
initiated together into a Bohemian lodge of a 
fraternal insurance order; that Moody's sons 
also became members of the same society, and 
that Mrs. Moody is said to have been made the 
beneficiary of all the policies. 

The sweating of Peter Peterson, the Moody 
coachman, who has figured in the mystery, and

Maxwell and several other students were 
pitching quoits in the school yard between 
classes, Detective Burke of headquarters ap- 
peared on the scene. Anna, the preacher's 
| daughter and wife of Maxwell, was seen by 
some of the students to join the detective 
and point out her husband. 

Maxwell did not know he was in the cus- 
tody of a detective until Burke, a block from 
the college, took the warrant from his pocket, 
charging the husband with wife abandon- 
ment. 

Maxwell pleaded with the detective that 
he return with him to the school so that he 
could notify his friends to procure bail for 
him. 

Members of the faculty, all of whom hold 
young’ Maxwell in high esteem, and his 
fellow students quickly raised $400 to be 
used as a collateral bond in obiaining his 
release. The amount of the bond, however, 
was larger, and real estate security was de- 
manded by the judge before whom the com- 
plaint was made.

WAGES MILLION 8

Systems Voluntarily Grant 
6 Per Cent Advance 
to Employes. 


WORKERS BURN RED FIRE 


But Shippers Ponder When 
Many Lines Indicate They 
Will Increase Freight 
Rates. 


Ten million dollars as a year's wage increase 
to the employee of one great railroad sys- 
tem, several additional millions to the work- 
ers on another railway—those were the glad 
tidings contained in wage increase announce- 
ments by the Pennsylvania railroad system 
and the Philadelphia and Reading railway 
company. The former's announcement was 
made Tuesday night, but did not reach the 
men till yesterday. The latter's was made 
public yesterday. ¢ 

Each road granted a horizontal advance of 
6 per cent to permanent employés earning 
less than $300 a month. 

The action affects 195,000 of the 200,000 
employés of the Pennsylvania and 37,000 men 
on the Reading payroll. 

Coincident with the announcements it was 
reported with renewed strength that rail- 
roads—east and west—intended to advance 
commodity carload freight rates following 
the wage increases. 

But that did not affect the joy of the em- 
ployés. Red fire was touched off all along 
the Pennsylvania right of way, as reports 
spread among employés of the road, during 
the night regarding the 6 per cent boost 1* 
their wages. 

Third Advance in Eight Years. 

It wasrthe third general voluntary increase 
In wages granted by the Pennsylvania in the 
last eight years, or a total of 28.26 per cent. 

The pay roll jn b for the Pennsyivania 
lines—east and west-participating in the in- 
crease, was $131,823,U3T. 

The company, in a statement issued at 
Philadelphia in the evening said the increage 
in the cost of living played a large part in 
the decison to advance wages. 

The Reading announcement, made at Pitts- 
burg. explained that its advance did not in- 
clude those employés whose wages have been 
adjusted within the last ninety days. From 
time to time during the last three months the 
Reading has adjusted wages of certain 


classes of trainmen and othegemployés, In- 


cluding these, the increase affects Won 
87,000 employ és. 


~ Advances in wages also have been urch 


by the arbitrators in the west and the other 
tern roads still are confronied with beavy 


| demands of thefr employees. 


That the roads will make every effort to 


“meet these advances by higher freight rates 


is regarded by the shippers as inevitable, 
although they are preparing to fight any 
gue in their profits to the last ditch. 


Roads Compare Rates. 

Rate clerks of the Western Trun Ane as- 
sociation have been checking over the tarifis 
for several weeks for the purpose of demon- 
strating which rates may be deemed most 
susceptible of advancement 

They have compared thé commodity rates 
with the class raves on similar articles and 
their figures will be considered by the traffic 
officials at a meeting to be held. within a 
few days. 

The St. Paul and Missouri river tariffs 
include some 150 articles on which special 
commodity rates are applied when shipped in 
carloads, representing about 75 per cent of 
the traffic to those points. Class rates are 
not to be affected, as these as well as many 
of the commodity rates are held down by the 
maximum schedule established by the state 
of Missouri, which governs nearly all western 
freight rates, and the railroads predict that 
by the time the list has been subjected to 
the “hammering” of rival interests the 
number of advances will be small. 


Say Rates Are Too Low. 

Such articles as brick, cement, drain pipe, 
tile. sewer pipe, fron and steel, and agricul- 
tural implements are mentioned by the roads 
as being too low as compared with other 
articles. Commodity rates are in genera! 


| about 25 per cent lower than class rates for 


similar articles, and it is the endeavor of the 
roads to bring the two kinds of rates closer 
together. 

The rates on live stock and packing house 
products between Chicago and the Missouri 
river, already have been raised. In this con- 
nection, it was announced that at a meeting 
of the western trunk line committee yester- 
day it was decided to advance the rates re- 
cently established on cattle and hogs be- 
tween the Miseouri river and St. Louis in or- 
der to remove the discrimination which has 
been vigorously complained of by the Chi- 
cago live stock interests. The rate on cattle 
was advanced from 14% to 17 cents per 100 
pounds to St. Louls and East St. Louls, which 
is 6% cents below the 23% cent rate to Chi- 
cago, and the rate om hogs and sheep was 
advanced from 16% to 18%, or 5 cents below 
the Chicago rate. 

As the rates from Chioago east are.5 cents 
less than from St. Louis, the combination of 
rates on a through shipment equalizes in 
the case of hogs and sheep, and comes 1% 
cents from equalizing in the case of cattle. 

Delay Increases to East. 

As far as the rates to the east are concerned 
the shippers are relying upon the tacit un- 
derstanding with the eastern presidents fol- 
lowing the agitation of 1908 that they would 
not be inoreased until after a conference with 
the shippers. President W. C..Brown of the 
New York Central lines sald in New York 
during the day that his company hed not yet 
taken up consideration of whether an ad- 
vance on rates would be necessary to meet 
an advance in wages, and would not do 80 
at least —— the settlement of the wage

Judge Walker Seeks Unusual 
Way to Settle Injunction. 


|FIRST TIME ATTEMPTED, 


Rival Musicians’ Unions Take Opposite 
Sides on Question.

Judge Charles M. Walker yesterday offered 
to try a contempt of court case by a jury. 
The offer, which wag rejected by the com- 
plainants, but which is desired by the defend- 
ants, was considered an unusual one in that 
the principle mvoived has been and still is 
the subject of Contention as the outgrowth of 
strikes and industrial disturbances. 

President Taft several times has expressed 


trials in contempt cases, while organized 
labor stands committed to the Innovation, and 
among the legislative demands of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor is one urging the 
adoption of this change in court procedure. 
The case is one involving President Joseph 
F. Winkler and the Chicago Federation of 
Musicians. Winkler was cited on a rule to 
show cause why he should not be punished 
for violating an injunction issued by Judge 
Walker in 1906 in behalf of the American 
Musicians’ union, an organization not recog- 
nized by the American Federation of Labor. 


Claim Injunction Was Violated. 

The petition sets up that Winkler attempt- 
ed by threats to induce the manager of the 
New Trevet theater to discharge several 
members of the rival organization engaged to 
play in the orchestra. On Feb. 18, 1910, ac- 
cording to the petition, Winkler appeared at 
the theater and informed the manager that 
the members of his orchestra were not union 
men and threatened to place the house on 
the “unfair Ust,“ unless they were dis- 
charged. This, the petition states, was done 
‘wrongfully and unlawfully, without jus- 
tifladle cause and against the injunction of 
this court.”’ 

Judge Walker, after listening nearly two 
hours to arguments and citing of authori+ 
ties, refused to enter any order. 

“It is impossible to get at the facts from 
these affldavits, said Judge Walker. 1

FOR ALL OF ITS EMPLOYES.

Voluntary Increase in Wages 
Granted, Similar to That Ma ‘ 
day by Pennsylvania Railroad. 


New York, March 30.—[Spectal.]—The man- 
agers of the United States Steel corpora- 
tion are considering a proposition to make 
a general advance in Wages of all employes 
other than the high S@laried officers. . 

Few of these empldéyés are union men and 
there have been no threats of strikes from 
the employés in any of the many-milis of the 
company. But the employés have as much 
difficulty as others in reconciling current 
wages to the cost of ifving and the propo- 
sition before the management is a volun- 
tary increase of 6 per cent similar to that de- 
clared by the n raiiroad Tues- 
day. 

What has been done about the proposed 
increase could not be learned from Presi- 
dent Corey today, nor from other high offi- 
cers of the corporation in this city. Eldridge 
H. Gary, chairman of the executive commit- 
tee, was out of town. But it was learned 
elsewhere that it already had been decided 
to put into effect a new and higher scale or 
wages either at some of the plants or in some 
departments at all the plants. 

The officers and directors consider a gen- 
eral advance advisabie, but have not yet 
determined on either the extent or the 
amount of the advance. It is thought Ukely 
that the company will follow the same pol- 
icy as that pursued in 1002, when, instead 
of a general advance at one time, wages 
were advanced by degrees in one mill after 
another. 

In 1002 a 10 per cent increase was given 
to more than 100,000 men. 

The steel corporation, which is the biggest 
corporation in the world, has more employés 
than has any other, and has the biggest pay 
roll. The average number of men employed 
by it last year was 106,500, but business was 
much better at the end of the year than at 
the beginning. On Dec. 31, 100¥, there were 
on the pay roll 223,477 employés. The aggre- 
gate amount disbursed in wages last year 
was $151,068,304.

St. Louts, Mo., March 30.—[{Special.}—Be- 
tween 100,000 and 300,000 coal miners will 
strike for increased wages tomorrow and 
Friday, shutting down 2,000 mines in the 
district between the soft coal fields of west- 
ern Pennsylvania and the western borders 
of Oklahoma, according to A. J. Moorshead, 
president of the Illinois Coal Operators’ asse- 
elation. 

The strike will continue for at least thirty 
days and probably for sixty days, Mr. Moorg- 
head said today.

About 75,000 miners in Tllinois will lay down 
their tools tomorrow and refuse to work 
again until a new wage schedule is signed. 


It is estimated that the 2,000 mines in Penn - 


syivania, Ohio, Indiana, Ilimois, Missouri, 
Kansas, Arkansas, and Oklahoma that will 
be shut down produce from 1,500,000to 1.780, 
000 tons of coul a day. 


Miners’ Loss $1,056,250 a Day. 


The loss to the strikers in wages will be 
about $1,056,260 a day. If the strike con-

aggregate $63,375,000. Estimating that there 
are five persons in the family of each of the 
300,000 coal miners who may go out, at least 
1,500,000 persons possibly will be affected 
directiy by the strike.

Government ‘Plans Action 
Against Companies Form- 
ing So-Called Trust. 


SEES TRADE RESTRAINT. 


‘Proposed: Proceedings Under the 
Sherman Law Result of New 
York Inquiry. . 


Washington, D. C., March 30.—Suit in 
equity under the Sherman anti-trust law is to 
be instituted by the department of justice 
against what is known as the European 
steamship pool on the contention that it is 
an arrangement in restraint of trale. 

The fact that the vessels owned by the 
steamship companies forming the pool, ora 
number of them, touch at American ports, is 
the basis for proceedings against them under 
the Sherman law, as that enactment gives 
the government jurisdiction to punish vio- 
lations of law affecting both interstate and 
foreign commerce. All the steamship com- 
panies involved in the proposed proceedings 
are foreign organizations. 


Inquiry Made in New York. 


The matter has been under investigation in 
New York for a long time, and it is ex- 
pected the suit will be instituted in that city, 
the American headquarters of most of the 
steamship lines involved in the pool. United 
States District Attorney Henry A. Wise, 
who has been conducting the inquiries on 
behalf of the government, probably will di- 
rect the suit. 

The investigation, it is said, developed the 
fact that the pooling arrangement embraced 
the transportation of both passengers and 
freight. On the American side of the At- 
lantic it was charged that the agreement had 
its.ramifications in the shape of rebating by 
raliroad companies. 


Immigration Traffic Factor. 


The investigation is said to have developed 
a case embracing the whole service of the 
immigration treffic from every country in 
Europe. The operations of the pool aleo, it 
was charged, seriously interfered with the 
work of American steamers lying at Ameri- 
can ports awaiting cargoes, the foreigners 
underbidding them and getting the traffic. 
What seemed at first to be a case of limited 
scope as the investigation proceeded de- 
veloped into one having many ramifications. 
In some fespects it is said the issue has a 
counterpart in the American Tobacco trust 
cases, in which several foreign countries 
were involved. 

While the government cannot bring suit 
to dissolve a foreign corporation, it may in- 
stitute ings affecting its operations as 
practiced on American territory, and if 
found guilty can secure an injunction to stop 
euch illegal acts.

Whole Family Initiated.

To Mrs. Civis, Miss Hartwick said that she 
was not exactly a blood relative, but that 
she had lived with the Moodys since she was 
13 or 14 years old, and had always referred 
to them as Alex. and Anna. She later made 
her brother James the beneficiary. 

“TIT asked Agnes some four months ago why 
Mrs. Moody didn’t become a member of our 
order?“ Mrs. Civis said. She answered 
that Mrs. Moody might join later. Agnes 
often told me how good the Moodys had been 
to her, and said she had no desire to marry 
while she had a good home with them. Shs 
took a trip all through Europe with them 
once.“ 

Harry Moody, the second son of the dead 
man, presents one of the stumbling blocks 
to the police in the investigation. He was 
called again to the coroner’s office to be 
questioned.

New York, March 80.4-[Specia!, )}—Trne New 
York stock exchange is making strong efforts 
to reform itself. The board of governors 
today adopted a number of new rules to go 
into effect on April 4, which will compe! 
cleaner methods of doing business on the 
floor of the exchange, ‘The most drastic of 
the new regulations seek to prevent the cus- 
tom of making ** washed sales.“ 

Recent occurrences on the exchange, no- 
tably the collapse of. the Hocking pool, had 
a large part in causing the reform. ‘I'he 
changes virtually carry out all of the recom- 
mendations made by the committee appointed 
by Gov. Hughes to investigate the eviis of 
the system in force. 


Limit on Employes’ Deals. 

The first of the new rueis sets forth “ tnat 
the taking or carrying of a speculative ac- 
count, or the making of a speculative trans- 
action, In which a clerk of the exchange, or 
a member of the exchange, or ot a bank, trust 
company, banker, insurance company, or 
moneyed corporation, is directly or indirect- 
ly interested, unless the written consent 
of the employer bas, been obtained, shall 
be deemed an act detrimental to the interest 
and welfare of the exchange.” 

Another resolution sets forth that every 
member of the exchange is required to use 
due diligence to learn the essential facts 
relating to every account accepted by him- 
self or by his clerks or representatives, and 
also relating to the possible use of a name 
for the account other than that of the party 
interested.“ 3 


Cannot Refuse Small Offers. 

A thira resolution sets forth that the recog- 
nized quotation on stock shallbe public bids 
and offers on lots of 100 shares. Buyers of 
stocks are compelled to buy any or all small 
lots offered at the time of a bid for a larger 
lot, up to the price offered, for the larger lot. 
In other words, the governors desire to pre- 
vent a broker purchasing a stated amount of 
stock while smaller lots offered at a lower fig- 
ure are refused. \ 


NEW NAME IS INTRODUCED — 
IN INSURANCE HEARING. 


Supt. Hotchkiss Tells How Mortgage 
Company Stock Was Security for 
Big Loan in Palmy Days. 


New York, March 30.—A new name came 
into the fire insurance investigation today 
and another striking example was developed 
of the speed with which insurance legislation 
went through the mills at Albany when the 
wheels were well greased. 

Supt. Hotchkiss gave out tonight the par- 
entage and birth of the American Bond and 
Mortgage Guarantee company, which later 
became the International Banking and Trust 
cc y, on 100 shares of which (par value 
$15,000), William H. Buckley, formerly legis- 
lative agent for fire insurance companies at 
Albany, was able to borrow $13,000 from the 
Phenix Fire Insurance company of Brooklyn. 

It has been shown that Buckley borrowed 
$61,000 from the Phenix in 1900 and 1901, and 
that the proceeds of two loans, $138,000 and 
$35,000, went to Justice McCall and were de- 
posited by him to the credit of his account 
with the New York Security Trust company. | 

Justice MéCall got $15,000 from the Ameri- 
can Bond and Mortgage Guarantee com- 
pany shortly after the bill incorporating it 
was passed by the legislature, and 52.000 of 
this sum went to Buckley. Justice McCall 
also was allotted, at $150 a share, 100 shares 
of stock.

Vest Pocket Cameras Used.

PARIS. March 380.—Admiral Fournier, 

commander of the Mediterranean fleet of the 
Frénch navy, sees grave peril of a war be- 
tween the United States and Japan. He tells 
these fears in his forthcoming ‘‘ Memoirs.” 

‘The admiral! is of the opinion that the naval 
activity of the United States, ite hurry to 
finish the Panama canal, and its haste in the 
équipment of a naval base on the Pacific, 
Which has been redoubled since the question 
of Japanese emigration has come up, are 
calculated to arouse the animosities of a peo- 
ple possessing all the gloomy and vindictive 
characteristics of the insular races of the 
far east and who are justly proud of their 
proved military qualities. 


Forecasts a World War. 

It the war develops, says the admiral, it 
may involve the world, including Great 
Britain and France.

ADDIS ABEBA, Abyseinla. March 80.— 
Menelik II., king of Abyssinia, is reported to 


the twenty-first year of his reign. 
Prince Lidj Jeassu, grandson of the mon- 
arch, is heir to the throne. | 
The king was stricken with apoplexy last 
fa and never recovered his health. For 
many weeks his death had been expected. 
When he was able no longer to carry on 
the affairs of state, Ras Tesame. the regent; 
with the approval of the principal chiefs, 
took over the reins of government. At the 
same time Empress Taitou was , deprived 
of all power of interference in the govern- 
ment. The empress today was imprisoned, 
it is said by followers of the crown prince. 
Prince Lidj Jeassu was proclaimed heir 
to the throne on May 18 last. He is fourteen 
years old, and a little less than a year ago 
was married to the granddaughter, aged 
seven, of the late Emperor John and niece of 
Emprese Taitou. 
Claimed Descent from Solomon. 
The ancient empire of Abyssinia or Ethio- 
pia includes the kingdoms of Tigro, Amhara, 
Shoa, with other territories and dépéndencies. 
Menelik was elected king by the Abyssinian 
chieftains over Ras Mangasha. He claimed 
to be a direct descendant of Solomon by the 
queen of Sheba and styled himself Conquer- 
ing Lioh of the Tribe of Juda, Elect of the 
vior, King of Kings of Ethiopia.” He was 
the son of the king of Shoa, but was captured 
in his youth by the governor of Kondar, who 
had usurped the throne under the title of 
Theodore III. 
London Thinks It May Be Untrue. 
LONDON, March 30.—Today's report that 
King Menelik is dead appears to come by way 
of Aden, Arabia, and it is thought here that 
possibly it is only a repetition of the rumors 
ot the monarch’s death which have been cur- 
rent for days.

Many Experts Say the men 


States Conceded Too Much 
to the Dominion. 
FUTURE TO BRING MORE. 
Taft Grants Minimum Rates to 
Australia and Several 
Other Countries.

Washingtqn. D. C., March 30.—[Special.]— 


‘The terms of the American tariff agreement 


with Canada were made public this after- 
noon, ha the proclamation extending the 
minimum rates to Canada was signed by 
President Taft. At the same time proclama- 
tions were issued giving minimum rates to 
Australia, New Zealand, Newfoundland, 
British South Africa, and Venesuela. 

The Canadian agreement is attacked by 
many tariff experts as a ‘‘ compromise "’ 
which extends most of the advantages to 
Canada. This view is vigorously combat- 
ed by the government clals. They de- 
clare the United States has 8 all it 
could hope for from Canada in the way of 
tariff concessions and that American trade 
will have a better opening in Canada now 
than at any time since the Canadian govern- 
ment adopted the protective tariff. 

In exchange for the minimum rates from 


the United States Canada gives this country 


the intermediate " rates on all goods which 
come under the miscellaneous, or omnibus, 
section of its tariff law, and on twelve specific 
schedules. These new rates are the same as 
are given to France under the terms of the 
new French Canadian tariff. 


France Held no Menace. 


The reduced rates apply to only $5,000,000 
of the §180,000,000 export trade which the 
United States enjoys with the dominion. 
The Amefican tariff officials assert, however, 
that on practically all the rest of the trade 
the lower rates given by Canada to France 
do not car-y any menace for the American 

commerce, The competition of the French 
goods will beso slight that there will be no 
actual discrimination against American 
trade. , 

The arrangement constitutes the most im- 
portant étep that has been taken toward 
an actual reciprocity agreement since 1896. 
The United States and Canada now are 
pledged to undertake a lowering of duties on 
each side, so as to increase trade and bring 
about a freer exchange of goods. 

This ig stated in a letter written by Secre- 
tary Knox to W. 8. Fielding, minister of 
finance of Canada. 

Let me take this opportunity to express, 


; by his direction, the desire of the president 


that your government will find it convenient 
to take up with this government,” says Sec- 
retary Knox, the consideration of a read- 
justment of our trade relations.“ 


Provisions of “Omnibus” Clause. 


The officials point out, as one of the most 
important concessions made by Canada, the 
omnibus clause. Heretofore all articles 
under that clause Rave been subject to the 
general tariff of 20 per cent ad valorem. 
Hereafter those articles will pay 11% per 
cent ad valorem. 

Cotton seed oll, one of the most important 
exports covered by that clause, excéeds $500,- 
000 annually. Vegetable olls, mineral wat- 
ers, and > manufactures of celluloid are 
among the other articles of largest importa- 
tion. Drugs and dyes exceed $300,000. Other 
leading articles covered by the conceded 
clause are lime, sausage casings, sponges, 
manufactures of straw and wax, glycerin, 
and. camphor gums, magnesia, carbonate of 
soda, and miscellaneous breadstuffs. 

The prorlamations of the president, signed 
today, together with those which will be 
signed tomorrow, complete the extension of 
the country’s minimum rates to the whole 
world. About 130 nations and dependencies’ 

are included. A semi-official statement is: 
2 however, that from this time forward 
from 50 to 60 per cent of the products of the 
United States will be admitted to foreign 
countries free of duty, and that of the Amer- 
ican products whicr pay 4 duty in foreign 
countries 88 per cent will be entitled to the 
minimum rates 


FIELDING TELLS OF RESULT. 

OTTAWA, Ont., March 30.—The dominion 
parllament and the people of Canada re- 
ceived their first official announcement of the 
settlement of the tariff controversy with the 
United States through a statement made in 
the hous: by Finance Minister Fielding. It 
was evident from the trend of Mr, Fielding’s 
remarks that the process of readjusting tariff 
relations between the two countries will not 
end with the agreement just reached. 

No pledge was given by Canada that the 
export of pulp wood would not be prohibited, 
Mr. Fielding declared. 

“Has President Taft undertaker to pro- 
mote lower tariff rates for Canada?” Mr. 
Fielding was asked. 

“ Practically, yes,“ he replied.

RECOVER $120,000 IN GEMS 


— 


Detectives Get Back Jenkins 
Diamonds Stolen in New York. 


ARRESTS HERE FRUITLESS. 


Thief a Novice, and Not Captured with 
the Jewels. 


— — 


The Jenkins diamonds stolen from the 
apartments of Mrs. J. W Jenkins in the 
Hotel Lorraine, New York City, last Decem- 
ber, have been recovered mysteriously. With 
the Jenkins jewels other gems were found 


ot a total value of $120,000. 


There is a good deal of uncertainty about 
the time, place, and manner of the recovery 
of the diamonds, and officers of the Mooney 
& Boland detective agency, that handled the 
case, are reticent. 

After having followed a suspected man 
from New York to Chicago and having ar- 
rested him and two other men with several 
thousend dollars’ worth of jewels in their 
possession, and after having withdrawn 
charges against the prisoners upon the ap- 
parent showing that the jewels could not be 
identified by Mrs. Jenkins as her property, 
the detective agency now announces that the 
Chicago prisoners had ho connection with 
the robbery. 


Found Near New York. 

Acc to W. B. Soule, Chicago super- 
intendent of the Mooney & Boland agency, 
the Jenkins diamonds were recovered in a 
rooming house within one hundred miles 
of New Tork.“ The room of the thief was 
entered during his absence, and he did not 
return to it after the visit of the detectives. 
No person has been arrested since the re- 
covery of the diamonds, and no promise is 
made that any one will be arrested. 

“The diamonds were recovered about a 
week ago. said Mr. Soule. ‘‘I cannot say 
just where. The identity of the thief and the 
location of the diamonds were revealed by 
some one who had knowledge of the crime. 
No, the Chicago prisoners knew nothing 
about it, and their release from custody was 
not due to any information they gave. The 
nitbiicity given the arrest of these men was, 
I believe, the indirect cause of the betrayal 
of the thief. 

About $120,000 worth of jewelry was re- 
covered from the room of the man who stole 
the diamonds. The total value of the jewelry 


I stelen was about $127,000. 


_ «Dhief New at Business. 

“The man who stole the jewels had no. 
criminal record that we Know of. He was 
comparatively unknown as a thief. He had 
no social standing, nor was he a guest at 
the Lorraine hotel. It is our opinion that the 
thief in some way learned that Mrs. Jenkins 
kept the diamonds in her apartments and was 
bold enough to enter the hotel during her 
absence and steal them.“ 

Capt. Wood of the city detective depart- 
ment said it seemed probable to him that 
some information touching the location of 
the Jenkins diamonds might have been given 
by one or more of the three men who were 
arrested in Chicago. 

“It was my understanding,” said Capt. 
Wood, that before Mrs. Jenkins left Chi- 
cago for New York arrangements had been 
made for, the return of her diamonds, and 
that she knew where.they would be found. 
As to the actual recovery of the diamonds I 
know nothing.” 


DRIVEN FROM PULPIT BY WIFE. 
PASTOR’S PLEA FOR DIVORCE. 


Former Evangelical Minister Says 
Spouse Tried to Kill Herself to Gain 
Sympathy of Neighbors. 


Theodore Tillmans, formerly a German 
Evangelica! minister, arrested for wife aban- 
donment Tuesday, brought suit for divorce 
yesterday in the Circuit court on the grounds 
of cruelty. Here are some of the charges 
against his wife:

Park, Chicago, fared forth in the house this 
afternoon on an ill fated muckraking ex- 
pedition directed at Representative Rich- 
mond Pearson Hobson of Alabama.

The house had under consideration Hob- 
gon’s bill providing that one twentieth of one 
per cent of the money spent on battleships 
be used to pay the expenses of the American 
members of the interparliamentary union 
when they go abroad to attend the peace con- 
grese of that organization. Mr. Mann 
charged that the purpose of the bill was to 
induce congressmen to vote for battleships 
on the theory that the more byttlesnips voted 
the more funds there would be for the trip 


Pained to Hear Muckraking.

Says Ballinger Will Be Named. 

Lorain, O., March 30. — [Special.]—Mrs. 
John Ballinger, wife of Secretary Ballinger's 
nephew, caused a sensation here today 
while the guest of her sister, Mrs. James 
Bowen, by declaring that Secretary Balling- 
er is to be appointed by President Taft to 
succeed Justice Brewer on the Supreme court 
bench. Mrs. Ballinger is quoted as follows:

Fear Retroactive Feature. 

Some members of the committee are not 
clear about the wisdom of attempting to give 
the bill retroactive effect. They fear this will 
be construed as a confession that the present 
administration as well as the former excced- 
ed their legal authority. Mr. Pickett is con- 
cerned lest the passage of a withdrawal bill 
with nothing said about past withdrawals 
should be construed as a legislative confes- 
sion that such an act was needed and conse- 


quently that all former withdrawals have | 


been without right of law. The president will 
be consulted regarding this feature and his 
wishes will be followed.

The warmest March 
prior to this year was in 1878 and then the 
average temperature was o K 
above the normal. R 
The warmest day in the month was Easter 
Sunday, when the mercury swelled up lll 
it touched the 81 degree mark, beating the 
Easter record held by 1907 by 1 degree. But 
it Was not in single star days that it excelled; 
it was in its steady, incessant onslaught on 
the coal trust that it won the hearts of the 
populace. There were thirteen days, almost 
half, you see, when the minimum tempera- 
ture was above 60 degrees. No other re- 
corded Chicago March ever approached this.

“ Equal rights for women was the slogan 
last night at the opening of a new clubhouse 
tor the Deering branch of the Intornational 
Harvester company. 

It was Miss Matty Goss, who.represented 
the women in the program of many speeches, 
Who explained just how fortunately favored 
equal with the men—the 900 women em- 
ployés of the company were. Before she was 
called upon the tenor of the addresses was, 
about the closer connection between the 
men and management.”

And finally 
the bowling alleys, three in number, at which 
the girls declare they will spend much of 
their time. 

The principal address was made by Mr. 
McCormick. He aroused the 1,000 men and 
women, all of whom he designated as mem- 
bers of the firm,” to cheer after cheer as he 
gave his ideas of the proper cotperative re- 
lation between the officers and the workers. 

We have blazed the way by instituting 
our pension idea, and have followed this by 
making everybody in this company a part- 
ner, said Mr McCormick. ** That is the way 
to get the best results. It brings the whole- 
hearted efforts on the part of all. Our stock 
is divided among our people, and everybody, 
no matter how humble his connection, owns 
stock. Such an arrangement gets away from 
a one-sided relationship between the men 
and management.“

Witness Recounts Tragedy as 
Told to Her by Accused, 


Grabbed Hatehet, Cursing, Friend As- 
serts Defendant Declared. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Watseka, III., March 30.—-{Special.}-—The 
story of the shooting of John Byron Sayler at 
Crescent City on July 11, 1900, as told by 
Mrs Lucy Sayler to her friend, Mrs. Rose 
De Maree, was related by Mrs. De Marse 
on the witness stand today at the trial of Mrs. 
Sayler, Dr. W. R. Miller, and John Grunden, 
charged with the murder. The story told was 
of angry words and a struggle for Mfe,; in 
which Bayler got the worst of it. 

According to this account, Mrs. Sayler ran 
across the street while her husband was be- 
ing killed. Mrs. De Marse testified that Mrs. 
Sayler wept while talking about the affair 
in the room where lay the body of her hus- 
band 


After saying she had been acquainted with 
Mrs. Sayler for fifteen years, Mrs. De Marse, 
in response to a question as to what Mrs. 
Sayler had told her of the affair, said, quoting 
Mrs. Sayler: 

“Tt happened between 9 and 0:80 o’clock in 
the evening. We were playing carda Mr. 
Grunden, Dr. Miller, and myself 


Said Sayler Grabbed Hatchet. 

“Father said: ‘I'll get By to play. Wen 
be partners and beat you.’

“Yes, in the parlor,” was Mrs. De Marse’s 
answer.

“She told me when she saw they were 
going to have trouble she left the room and 
the lamp was upset and she never stopped 
to pick up the lamp but went across the 
street.“ 

“Did she tell you any more?” . 

„et, she said she heard two or three shote 
fired and that when she returned in about five 
minutes By was dead and Dr. Miller was 
shot in the arm. When I asked her if there 
was any gun in the room she said there was 
one, which belonged to Dr. Miller, and said 
she never knew her husband to have a gun.“ 


Declare Grunden Had Gun. 

Additional evidence was offered today to 
show that Grunden was implicated in the 
affair. Two witnesses testified that they had 
seen Grunden with an automatic pistol in his 
possession. Howard Hotaling said he saw 
Grunden go alone to Dr. Miller’s house and 
come out of the door putting an automatic 
pistol in his pocket on the afternoon before 
the shooting. 

Otto Albrecht was produced as a witness 
against Grunden. He said he had been at the 
home of D. H. Meyer when Grunden came to 
tell that Sayler was killed. 

“ Did you notice whether he had a coat on? 
asked the state's attorney. 

„He had no coat on, sald Albrecht. 

“ Did you notice anything about him out of 
the ordinary? 

„1 noticed a revolver in his hip pocket. 
The handle of it was bloody and his hands

In other words, do these heterogeneous ele- 
pure types? 


This brings us to the question, do pure types 


or races exist in Europe? As this question is 


commonly understood, the answer must be 
“no.” But from a biological point of view, if 
we are able to distinguish different types in 


Europe, these t es must be regarded as pure. 


It is certainly true that the elements repre- 
sented within the geographic boundaries of any 
single state in Europe today are not of a uni- 
form type. Movements and migrations of peo- 
ple which we know have taken place in historic 
times must have gone on in times antedating 


| written history, back to the appearance of man 


in Europe. No country, no territory, no prov- 
ince has been free from such movements. 

To illustrate what I mean, we may consider 
a few examples. The original type of the 
British isles, now found in Wales and in some 
parts of Ireland, was swamped by waves of Ro- 
man, Celtic, and Anglo-Saxon blood. The popu- 
lation of the British isles today is not homo- 
geneous. It is made up of at least five ele- 
ments. Neither the Englishman nor the Irish- 
man, nor even the Scotchman, may be regarded 
as sprung from pure blood. But the really sig- 
nificant thing is that, in spite of the lapse of 


+i time, amalgamation in the British isles has not 


taken place to a greater extent than it has. It 
is still possible te distinguish representatives 
of the ancient, original, component elements. 


Different Types in Italy. 


Modern Italy offers even a better illustration.

Outlook in America. 


If a single type has not been produced in 
Great Britain, Italy, or in Spain, is it likely 
that a single type might be prodticed in the 
United States, if the negro were eliminated or 
even if the tide of heterogeneous physical ele- 
ments were to be suddenly checked? In other 
words, are the phenomena governing the forma- 
tion of physical types different in the United 
States from those of the old world? 

I have already declared my belief that phys- 
ical environment alone is not responsible for 
the development of types in any part of the 
This factor eliminated, we have to in- 
quire whether in the old world, in the past, 
agencies have been in operation to favor or re- 
tard the production of homogeneous races, 
races, through intermixtures, which are not 
found in the United States. 

There is, I think, one great difference be- 


tween conditions in the United States and those 


which existed in antiquity in Europe. The 
mixtures which we have considered historically 
in Europe took place centuries ago. The popu- 
lation, at that time, was much less dense than 
at present. It has been argued that amalga- 
mation and assimilation would be likely to take 
place much more rapidly in these small groups 
in sparsely inhabited countries than it would 
in large groups, in thickly populated ¢ommuni- 
ties. The question then resolves itself into 
whether or not people of different groups inter- 
marry. Without intermarriage there can be 
neither mixture nor assimilation. Conditions 
for intermarriage, it would seem, were more 
favorable in ancient times than they are at 
present. g 


Some Assimilation in Europe. 

How much assimilation took place in Europe 
it is not yet easy to ascertain. A certain 
amount of assimilation has taken place. This 
is proved by many historic examples, notably 
the career of the Jews. The Jews have appre- 
clably altered in type in Europe during the last 
2,000 years. If the non-Jewish Semites, such as 
the Bedouin Arabs, are to be considered as the 
‘ideal Semitic type, then it must be concluded 
that the Jews are not Semites at all. These 
Bedouins’ descendants are of a distinct African 
type; the Jews are of the Asiatic type. 

Twenty per cent of the Jews of Europe are 
blond. This apparently can only be explained 
by intermixture with Europeans. In spite of 
the presence of blondes among the Jews, which 
distinguishes them from the African Semites, 
they must still be regarded as constituting a 
fairly pure type, everywhere to be distinguished 
in Europe from the original European types. 

The really significant conclusion to be drawn 
from an examination of the distribution of 
types in Europe is the fact of their existence 
in large numbers. Assimilation has taken place, 
but it has never been on an extensive scale. 
It {se doubtful if any type which existed in 
Europe 2,000 years ago has completely disap- 


red. 

The chief difference, then, between conditions 
in the United States today and those which 
existed in ancient times in Europe is in the 
comprising 
the elements concerned in the process of assim- 
fiation. The groups were small in Europe, 
where it would seem the opportunity for assim- 
flation would be more favorable chan in large 
groups.

But in addition to this. before 
leaving for Chicago he was advised officially by 
a representative of the national commission that 
he would make a serious mistake to play against 
professional teams in Chicago. harboring ineligible 
players. and that it would be to his great dis- 
advantage to do so, and in reply thereto he stated 
that the proposition to go there represented as 
much as the Chicago club would pay him for the 
whole year. and as was uncertain as to his 
future in baseball he would not let an opportunity 
of that kind pass by. 

“It follows therefore, that if the Player was 
to take advantage of opportunities of this kind 
he must also suffer the consequences. His acts 
at that time were not only in open defiance of 
the rules of the commission, but in the face of a 
warning of the commission as well. 

In his last letter to the commission on this 
subject the player contends that it was agreed 
that no ineligible players would participate in any 
of the games referred to, and in the same letter he 
admits that Pitcher Frazer, an ineligible player 
played on Kling’s own team. 

Acts of this kind cannot be condoned without 
severe punishment.’’ 


Case Given Serious Thought. 


In connection with the provisions under which 
Kling’s reinstatement is to be promulgated, the 
commission in its report says that the player's 
case was given the most serious consideration, 
that it went over the testimony in the most careful 
manner, that it took into consideration all of the 
circumstances in connection therewith, and recom- 
mended that the player’s application for reinstate- 
ment be granted on the following conditions: 


First—The player will be required to return to the 
Chicago National league club and fully carry out 
the contract that he previously had entered into 
with that club and particularly with reference to 
the salary stipulated in that contract. 


Second—The Chicago club will not be permitted 
for a period of at least one season to either trade. 
sell, or release this player to any other club oper- 
ating under the national agreement. 

Third—The player will be required to pay a fine 
of $200 for his action with reference to his connec- 
tion with the Missouri Athletic club and particu- 
larly in permitting an ineligible player [Frazer] to 
participate in games with that club.

Sixth—The player will be required to pay the fines 
herein inflicted to the secretary of the national 
commission before he becomes eligible to partici- 
pate in any games in organized baseball. 

In conclusion the commission takes a fling at the 
Chicago club, which has admitted it offered Kling 
a new contract in violation of rule 47, and demands 
that it show cause why it should not be fined for 
its action in this respect.

Pitchers Not Extended. 


The Brown-Overall combination evident- 
ly figured it could live a while on the reputa- 
tion it made in Memphis.

Easily the most notable thing about the 
game was Lampert's nightmare.

WORK FOR GOOD CITIZENS. 

The decision of the election board on the 
wet or dry ballot has not removed that 
issue from the aldermanic campaign. The 
United Societies have published a list of 
approved candidates and announced their 
determination to carry on the fight in this 
campaign. Their opponents, on the other 
hand, seem to have decided to “ fight an- 
other day,” and having lost interest in the 
preseut campaign are planning for a 
struggle next spring. 

Thus the saloon issue, though some- 
what changed, remains in the campaign 
as an important factor. 

Added to this element, as we have 
said before, is the redistricting ques- 
tion, which is plainer in its effect, nota- 
bly in the Twentieth ward, where Re- 
publican partisans are vigorously pushing 
a candidate against Ald. Finn. 

The case against Ald. Finn is a feeble 
one. It could only follow one line and 
that is the line followed—namely: that 
Mr. Finn does not do enough for the 
ward. 

This is the argument brought against 
all the strong men in the ‘council, all the 
leaders whom the city and the whole city 
needs. Not being able to attack men like 
Finn upon their records, not being able to 
deny their honesty and their ability, their 
opponents always fall back upon the plea 
that they are giving too much thought to 
the welfare of the whole city and not 
enough to the needs of the ward. A man 
who has saved thousands for the tax- 
payers, who has stood guard over the most 
serious interests of the people, is criticised 
because a constituent here or a constit- 
uent there hgs got disgruntled over a 
petty imaginary slight to some twopenny 
selfish interest. The politicians make use 
of this. 4 

No man who is worth his salt, either 
to his constituents, his ward, or his city, 
can avoid making this sort of an enemy. 
No man who has served the public good 
courageously, independently, and effectu- 
ally, as Ald. Finn has, can avoid making 
enemies not only of this sort but of a 
much more dangerous sort—the politicians 
who cannot overrule his conscience and 
the privilege seekers who work through 
these politicians. 

And the appeal to the supposed local 
interest of the ward is all bunk.” Aside 
from the fact that it is a selfish appeal 
which no patriotic citizen of Chicago 
ought to listen to, aside from the fact that 
it is a foolish appeal which ignores the 
vital fact that the really important in- 
terests of the ward are the interests of 
the whole city and cannot be disentangled 
from them, it is a false appeal. For any 
alderman who is as influential a man in 
the council as Ald. Finn cannot fail to 
benefit his ward more than a mian of less 
influence could. 

The Twentieth ward is a Republican 
ward, and it has repeatedly shown its re- 
spect for good government: by electing 
Ald. Finn, although he ia a Democrat, just 
because he is.a good man, an able man, 
and a leader. Now that partisan Repub- 
lieans, led by Mr. Homer Galpin, who is 
clerk of the Municipal court, are attack- 
ing Ald. Finn without cause, the inde- 
pendent vote of the Twentieth ward 
should turn out and elect him. This is no 
case for drawing party Sines. It is not 
the duty of Republicans to vote as Re- 
publicans in city elections. On the con- 
trary, the good of the city requires that 
they should vote for the best man regard- 
less of party. 

Such cases as this of Ald. Finn are test 
cases. The day is coming when the party 
lines will not be drawn in any American 
city, unless the parties divide on some 
question affecting the city. Chicago is in 
the lead in this movement toward honest 
and efficient government, and she has such 
wards as the Twentieth to thank for it. 
The Twentieth must not take a step back- 
ward now. 

In severa] other wards there is strong 
opposition to the reélection of aldermen 
who have proved their reliability, their 
honesty, and their usefulness. The case 
of Ald. Dever has been discussed in these 
columns. It is one in which not only the 
credit of the Seventeenth ward but the in- 
terest of the whole city is involved. Ald. 
Pringle, another leader, is meeting with 
renewed opposition. The city cannot af- 
ford to lose him.

Thursday partly cloudy and much colder. 
Welcome to the “much golder.” May 


it scare gentle spring off the premises and 
nip the heel of fat, frowsy, and unctuous 
summer which has come waddling in as if 
it were part of the sketch. The deluded 


„little buds, tender and innocent victims of 


the unholy alliance between these two 
pestiferous seasons, will have to look out 
for themselves. Regardless of their fate, 
regardless of the little sprouts and the 
shooting grasses, the spendthrift crocus, 
the darn fool tulips, and the ambitions 
lilac, the nareissus and spirœa, regard- 
less even of the spring onion and the 
Michigan fruit crop, regardless of all vic- 
tims of misplaced confidence—welcome to 
the “much colder.” 

In its placid and just, even if stern, 
administration of natural affairs, there 
are no pitfalls for the unwary whose 
habits of life are described conventionally 
as “sedentary.” It does not fill the mind 
of the unfortunate man whose most vig- 
orous exercise has been the putting on of 
his shoes with vain thoughts of agricul- 
tural delsarte and of lamblike gambolings 
on the green. 

A thousand now aching but hitherto 
fortunately unknown, muscles protest in 
anguished chorus against the spring de- 
mentia of what passes for a mind in the 
mechanism of which they are a part. 
Nothing in “much colder” will cause a 
lawabiding citizen to desert his paths of 
usefulness and service in the world and 
wring his withers in unaccustomed pur- 
suits. 

Spring is a hussy and summer is no bet- 
ter than it should be. Taken together, 
they are a pair of brazen jades who decoy 
a victim in pursuit of foolishness and 
hand him over to the rank and thumb- 
screw of indignafft nature. Much cold- 
er” incites him to nothing more energetic 
than the profitable task of carving a steak 
or of whittling off succulent portions of a 
roast. 

We present an embossed address to 
“much colder.” Long may it remain in 
our midst. The poets may have gentle 
spring and summer may go to the deuce. 


WARD DEALING..”’ 

I want to see the illicit efforts of privilege frus- 
trated, bribery and corrupt arrangements de- 
stroyed, and the market places, where govern- 
mental favor has been bought and sold, converted 
into true assemblies of honest representatives of 
the people. 

We should seek, to the fullest extent possible, 
the benefit of the purifying influence of publicity. 
This ig not a time for concealment, for adroit 
finesse, for pleasant schemes to hoodwink the peo- 
ple. There must be ea straightforward dealing. 
Some object that it coste money to investigate. 
That is true, but it will cost more not to investi- 
gate. The political household needs disinfecting 
and we shall save money by making the process 
a thorough one. 

What Gov. Hughes says specifically of 
New York applies to the other states. He 
has made a plain statement of what is the 
most neglected, the least understood, and 
possibly the most important political issue 
before the American people—the regaining 
of control of assemblies, which are in 
name but seldom in fact representative. 


RECOGNIZING this as the proper time to 
spring the information upon the general pub- 
lic, one of the current magazines has an ar- 
ticle showing that Fletcherism is something 
more than the thorough mastication of one’s 
victuals; that it is the science of getting a 
great deal more out of life than the average 
human being gets out of it, and at a financial 
saving of about one-half. If this isn’t the log- 
ical, not to say the psychological, moment to 
exploit Fletcherism the march of scientific 
deduction is painfully slow in passing a given 
point. 


As a concrete illustration of what twenty- 
three years may do for a man who devotes

This august dignitary, who is to head the special em- 
bassy from Peking, bears the official title of sheng- 
kung, which means the holy duke,” and is by virtue 
of his ancestry hereditary inspector general of educa- 
tion of the empire. 


unbroken descent in the male line from Confucius, he 
may be regarded as the most blueblooded noble in the 
world; the more so as he is still in possession of the 
landed property which belonged to the illustrious 
founder of his house 3,000 years ago. 

The property is situated in the province of Shantung 
and comprises the tomb of Confucius at Kyfu and his 
residence. The duke, whose name is Kung Lingi, that 
is to say, Duke Lingi, is a tall and heavy faced Chinese, 
of massive build, with majestic presence, and a good 
humored face, the mouth incHned to laughter, and in 
keeping with the shrewd cheery eyes.

Though regarded as a saint, he is a jovial saint, and 
if popular rumor in his home province of Shantung is 
to be believed, is extremely fond of all the good things 
of life. He is rich, since each generation of emperors, 
Chinese as well as Manchu, has lavished gifts upon 
the holy duke of his day. Every now and again he 
visits Peking, where he is received with imposing hon- 
ors, and on these occasions he does not, disdain to travel 
by rail. 

I would add that in every school and college through- 
out China there is an altar to Confucius, and that, in- 
asmuch as each student is obliged to bow the knee to 
the altar, and that the service of the state is restricted 
to graduates of these schools, it has the effect of virtu- 
ally excluding native Christians from government serv- 
ice. With all that, the duke is enlightened, and, far 
from being reactionary, is fully alive to the advantages 
of reform; quite as keen about the matter, indeed, as 
the late Li Hung Chang. Of this he gave not long ago 
a striking illustration when, to the amazement of all 
conservative Chinese, he granted permission for the 
Peking-Hankow railroad line to traverse his estates. 

One of the cleverest moves made by the prince regent 
of China last year was when he announced his inten- 
tion of petrothing his son, the young emperor, to a 
granddaughter of the holy duke, that is to say, to a 
maiden of the purest Chinese blood, instead of to one 
of the Manchu princes, from whom the monarch’s con- 
sorts until now have been chosen. This intimation has 
gone far toward reconciling the bulk of the Chinese 
people to the reigning dynasty and toward obliterating 
the antagonism that existed for several hundred years 
between the Chinese and the Manchus.

Sir Charles Matthews, the American born director of 
public prosecutions in England, has insisted upon insti- 
tuting criminal proceedings against Maj. James Henry 
Holford,. D. S. O., formerly of the Seventh Hussars, de- 
spite the fact that the major’s father-in-law, Lord Stal- 
bridge, brother of the late duke of Westminster, has 
by the payment of a large sum of money refunded to 
the London jewelers and pawnbrokers the various 
amounts of which they had been defrauded. 

Sir Charles, with whom rests the duty of determining 
whether public interests are best served by instituting 
criminal proceedings, or by withholding them, has taken 
the ground that the swindles perpetrated by Maj. Hol- 
ford are of such an ugly character and have become 80 
widely known that it would be injudicious in the ex- 
treme to refrain from bringing him to justice, no mat- 
ter how anxious his victims may have been made 
through monetary payments to desist from prosecution. 

The major, who was Unionist candidate for Derby 
at the general election in 1906, and who was bankrupted 
not long afterward, with $250,000 of liabilities and less 
than $5,000 assets, being in consequence thereof com- 
pelled to leave the army, is shown to have been in the 
habit for a considerable time past of making large pur- 
chases from London jewelers, and immediately after- 
ward pledging the gems, including pearl necklaces, dia- 
mond tiaras, and earrings, with London pawnbrokers. 

In some cases he made part payment for the gems 
with checks that subsequently were dishonored; while 
in other instances he bought wholly on credit, on the 
strength of his being the son-in-law of Lord and Lady 
Stalbridge; also taking advantage of his being confused 
with former Major and now Lieut. Col. George Lindsay 
Holford, a wealthy bachelor, who is equerry to the 
king, brother of the Countess Grey, and owner of Dor- 
chester house, at present the residence of the American 
ambassador to the court of St. James. 

> 

If I call attentiqn to the fact that Maj. James Henry 
Holford, after several hearings at the Marlborough 
street police court in London, has been committed for 
trial on charges of fraud and larceny, at the instance of 
Sir Charles Matthews, the director of public prosecu- 
tions (the official who fulfills the duties performed 
in American cities by the district attorney), it is be- 
cause, in the first place, it should be made clear that 
the defendant is another individual than the king’s 
equerry, with whom he frequently has been confounded, 
and that, although he bears the same patronymic, he 
is only distantly related to the owner of Dorchester 
house and to the wife of the governor general of Canada. 

Another reason for mentioning the matter is to show 
that influence and money alike have been unavailing to 
secure an abandonment of the proceedings against the 
major, who, it should be said, fought with such gallan- 
try in the Boer war as to be decorated with the dis- 
tinguished service order. Lord Stalbridge, as brother of 
the late duke of Westminster, as granduncle of the 
present duke, and as president of the London and North- 
western railroad, one of the great trunk lines of the 
united kingdom, is rich, and usually has been able to 
bring considerable pressure to bear upon the authori- 
ties, while his relations with the royal family are of 
long standing, dating from the time when he: was vice 
chamberlain of Queen Victoria's household. That he 
would have been prepared to go to any length to avert 
the disgrace of seeing his daughter’s husband occupying 
a place in the prisoner’s dock with the certainty of 
condemnation to a long term of imprisonment on a 
charge of felony goes without saying. For it is a bitter 
humiliation, not only to Mrs. Holford, but to all her 
relatives, one which is calculated to embitter the tem- 
per of her father, the old peer, who is considerably over 
70 years of age.

Sir Charles Matthews was born in New York at the 
time his father, Charles Matthews, the actor, was filling 
a theatrical engagement there, and those who have read 
Montagu Williams’ “ Leaves of a Life” will recall 
therein many kindly references to the author’s closest 
friend, “ Willie” Matthews—for it is as Willie that 
Sir Charles is known to his friends. Sir Charles is 
popular in London society, persona gratissima with the 
king, and was counsel to the Jockey club until he be- 
came director of public prosecutions two years ago. 

He is a member of that most exclusive of London 
clubs, the Travelers’, also of the Turf and of the old 
Garrick club, which has nothing in common, save the 
name, with the Junior Garrick. He is precise and ultra 
polished in speech and manner, and is one of the fore- 
most criminal lawyers in England, having been identified 
in one way or another with most of the criminal causes 
celebres for the last twenty-five years. He was knighted 
several years ago by King Edward, on the occasion of 
the inauguration of the new courts of justice at New- 


gate.

CHICAGO LIVE STOCK MARKET. 


CHICAGO, March 30.—Weakness and lower 
prices were reported in all branches of the live 

tock trade and the congested condition of the 
dressed meat markets was the chief factor which 
encouraged buyers to work for lower prices, in spite 
of the fact that supplies of all live stock were of 
comparatively light volume. Beef steers suffered 
a decline of 20@25c, while hogs were off 15@20c, 
and sheep and lambs declined 10@25c from the pre-. 
ceding day’s level of prices. The trade in all 
branches of the market was slow and weak, and a 
clearance of supplies was not effected until late 
in the day, while the trend of values was steadily 
downward, and declines were checked only by the 
cessation of business. 

CATTLE. 

Native steer salesmen were hard pressed to dis- 
pose of their holdings and beginning by offering 
concessions of 100150 in prices, they finished by 
accepting a reduction of largely 20@25c for the bulk 
of the supply. Competition between local and out- 
side buyers was about as indifferent as it could be 
on a midweek market, and the trade was decidedly 
lacking in spirit from start to finish. The apathy 
of the buyers was attributed to the congested con- 
dition of the dressed meat markets here and at 
eastrn points, and traders had nothing else to hold 
responsible for the bearishness, as receipts, esti- 
mated at 15,000 head, stood more than 1,000 short 
of actual arrivals a week ago. The quality of the 
steers was uniformly good, but the best price ob- 
tained was $8.50. or 25c lower than the extreme 
figure reached on Monday, and the great bulk of 
the supply of choice strong weight shipping and 
packing steers had to sell at $7.25@7.90, with only 
a moderate percentage of sales at $8.00 and higher. 

Butcher stock values rested at a decline of 156250 
from Monday's level, and the trade had a decidedly 
depressed undertone at the loss. Most of the buy- 
ers devoted their attention to the better grades of 
beef cows and fat heifers apd could not be induced 
to evince the slightest interest in plain light offer- 
ings so long as there was more attractive stock to 
be had. Bulls suffered a decline of 100150 and sold 
slowly at the recession. Calves met with a more 
reliable demand and holders succeeded in getting 
steady figures for stock of inferior quality. Feed- 
ers were off 10@15c. Quotations:

Packers believed that the heavy offerings war- 
ranted a larger decline, and in the absence of 
strong competition from eastern shippers they suc- 
ceeded in forcing values to largely 15@20c lower 
than on the preceding day before doing any exten- 
sive trading. This enabled them to amass their 
droves of packing hogs at an average cost of 
$10.77, against $10.94 Tuesday. Even after the 
full decline in price had been enforced, the packers 
bought indifferently and the market was in a de- 
pressed condition at the close, with nearly 9,000 
hogs remaining in the pens without receiving a bid. 

Speculators and packers paid up to $11.00 fora 
few prime hogs at the start, topping the market at 
7½ lower than on the preceding day. The even 
money hog was put out of circulation after the 
opening round, however, and $10.85 was the best 
that could be secured for strictly choice heavy- 
weights after the first hour of trading. Mixed 
packing hogs sold at $10.50@10.80, while good 
lightweights cleared at 310.406 10.66. Pigs met 
with a fairly active call, but they suffered a break 
of 15@20c in sympathy with hogs and cleared at 
$10.25 for the bulk of the choice strong weights.

salesmen had no other outlet for their holdings, 
and insisted upon being allowed concessions of 
10@25c before they condescended to take up the 
Supply. Even after prices were lowered buyers 
told of the depressed condition of the eastern ¢ressed 
mutton market and the big reductions in prices 
of live sheep and lambs at Pittsburg and Buffalo, 
and bought the offerings as though conferring a

REVIEW OF THE METAL TRADES. 


Volume of Business Seems Well Main- 
tained, with Rolled Products 
in Prominent Place. 


NEW YORK, March 30.—[{Special.]—The 
Iron Age will say tomorrow: 

“ Rolled products in contrast with raw ma- 
terials continue to give the best account of 
iron trade conditions. The volume of busi- 
ness seems well maintained, and if steel 
works and rolling mill capacity were not 
more than that of 1907 we should doubtless be 
entering upon a period of rising prices. That 


prices are so generally maintained, with pro- 


duction at such an unparalleled rate and with 
open markets in all departments of the trade, 
is good evidence of sustained buying. 

„Pig iron is still out of line. Prices are 
lower in all markets, more noticeably so in 
the central west, since activity is greatest 
there. Michigan stove interests, as on several 
occasions, have pooled their buying, securing 
special concessions on large lots of southern 
iron. It is now possible to buy No. 2 foundry 
iron at $12.50 Birmingham for delivery into 
the third quarter. At Cincinnati inquiries 
for 15,000 to 20,000 tons of malleable pig iron 
are pending. In the Chicago district south- 
ern sellers have made low offers and consid- 
erable business was done, including 7,000 tons 
for a large radiator company. 

„% Domestic rail sales have been light, but 
rail. orders for foreign shipment reached the 
unusual aggregate of 70,000 tons last week, 
distributed among several mills.
